Everbearing  Strawberries  are  being  grown  successfully  all  over  the  country.  They  will  begin  to 
fruit  soon  after  being  planted  in  the  Spring  and  will  continue  until  cold,  freezing  weather  in  early 
Winter.  After  fruiting  them  since  their  introduction  we  find  that  it  is  best  to  keep  them  from  fruiting 
until  the  last  of  July,  then  allow  them  to  fruit  until  cold  weather  freezes  them.  When  planted  properly 
and  given  the  right  kind  of  care  they  surely  will  produce  the  berries,  and  bring  in  the  money  where  the 
fruit  can  be  sold  for  25c  to  50c  per  quart.  They  should  be  set  a little  closer  than  the  June-bearing  va- 
rieties and  be  kept  in  hills,  thus  requiring  about  10,000  per  acre.  Each  plant  you  set  in  the  Spring  should 
bear  from  one-fourth  to  one  quart  before  Winter,  and  by  knowing  how  much  you  can  sell  the  berries 
for,  you  can  come  somewhere  near  estimating  your  profits  per  acre.  When  planted  in  your  garden 
and  given  the  proper  care,  you  can  have  fresh  strawberries  from  the  first  of  August  until  snow  flies.
